We this week present the readers of the Penny Illustrated Weekly 
News with four accurate descriptive views relative to the siege of 
Charleston. One illustrates the attempted escape of a deserter, or 
sapposed spy, from the Federal ranks. He was already without 
the lines, and rapidly making his way towards the Confederates, 
when detected by Federal soldiers, who fired a volley at the luck- 
less wretch, and killed him on the spot. Another drawing depicts 
the ruins of the famous Fort Sumter, pounded to pieces by the 
Federal artillery. One of the frequent periodical visits paid by 
General Gilmore to the chain of batteries about Charleston has 
likewise been carefully illustrated by our artist. And so likewise 
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has the representation of the interior of one of those batteries which 
have vomited forth the most destructive missiles on the devoted 
city, been admirably delineated by the same hand and pencil. 


GALLANT RESOUE OF TWO YOUNG LADIES.—DEATH 
FROM FRIGHT. 
Ан incident well worthy of record occurred at Penzance on Tues- 
day. Miss Quick and Miss Cock, two young ladies, were bathing 
opposite the Western Esplanade, about half-past ten o'clock, when 
persons walking near were alarmed by screams for help proceeding 
from the hapless bathers, who, it was seen, were being rapidly car- 
ried out to sea by the tidal current. Moments were precious, but 
no one seemed ready to give the needed assistance. Mr. Drew, в 


tradesman living near, seeing people running towards the beach, 
left his shop, and on arrival at the water's edge saw that the young 
ladies were in the utmost danger, being already forty feet away 
from the shore. Instantly, without remov'ng any part of his dress, 
he plunged into the water, and strack out for the now sinking 
bathers. Robert Stevens, a keeper of the bathing machines for the 
bath proprietor, Mr. Norton, followed Mr. Drew's example, he also 
having his clothes on, and an exciting scene occurred. Stevons 
reached one of the young ladies, and stretched out his hand to grasp 
ber, but missing his aim, became frightened, and returned or. shore. 
Drew meanwhile had reached the youngest lady furthest oat, Mies 
Cock, and was bringing her in, when he saw that Stovens bed 
gone ashore, and that Miss Quick had sunk several times, and

for a time, Drew reached Miss Quick, and swam ashore with her,

parties, cn the case being called, appeared at the bar, attended by 
Lueir ageuts, Mr. Sinclair acting for tbe defender, and Mr. Laug 
for the pursuer, who looked 'о be about Line'een years of age, 
pa*-arly fair, and to АП outward seeming more them the equal in 
mind acd person of the defendant. No attempt wag made to deny 
the statements on which the action was founded. Cameron had, 
it as owned, їп June last, afier promisiag to marry the parsuer, 
Even in treir names to the registrar of marriages, and bad the 
usua! church prociawationg made. Bridesmaids and groomsmen 
had been engaged, aud the happy day that was to consummate 
their iong courtship арр inted, friends invited, clothes provided,

Mr. НомрРнвЕҮЗ, the coroner for Fast Middlesex, closed the in- 
quiry on Saturday relative to the bodies of c»ildren rec: ntly found 
in the roof and belfry of Whitech pel Church. Several persons 
who had acted as assistants to !r. Canheu, an undertaker at 
Whitechapel, and who is now ssid to bo n Australia deposed that 
it had been the practice of par its to bring stitborn ohil тем to bis 
shop, but they were una»le to ғау what b«c«mo of thea ater w 
It transpired that in some cases а stillbuen child was b 
1s. 6d., out of which the undertaker bad. to psy half-a-crown fog 
the grouud and the expenses of the c йа Ihe Corover ш в m- 
wing up remarked that the evidence diwlosed that, owing to com- 
petition, ubderta' ers would say they woo!! bury stiiloorns for a 
sum that would leave only a profit of 91. oa the travsaction. 
Where competition was so keen there would alwage be found black 
sheep in the trade who would di-p»-e of the bodies surreptitiously, 
with the connivance of some persons who would evable them to 
save the burial fees. The bodies of cdllo» n children were con- 
etantly found in the streets, and, if undertak rs would compete so 
sharply that it was worth their while to dispose of children iu the 
roof of a church, it was not doing them ani justice to believe that 
they would also deposit bodies in the st:cet. The jury returned 
the following verdict on one of the children:—“ Phat on the 2ind 
of August the deceased child, unksown, being an infant of tender 
age, was found in the roof of Whitechapel Church, and that, from 
the lapse of time there was no evidence to prove how the said child 
came by its death; and the j find upon evidence that it is the 
practice of undertakers to recetve certificates for the burial of stitt 
born children from midwives, or апу other female, and the jurors 
fee] that such a practice affords facilities for the perpetration of 
abortion and infanticide, and they recommend that any person 
borying, or assisting to bury, а stillborn child without a proper 
medical certificate, shall incur the penalty of a misdemeanoar. 
And the jury declare the sexton of Whitechapel Church guilty of 
great irregularity in burying stillborn children in a closed church- 
yard, and in destroying the certificates, and in not accounting to his 
superiore іп such cases, and that he was guilty of culpable negli- 
кешсе in his care of the church which was in his charge, au the 
entrance to which was entirely іш his seepiag. Aud the jury re- 
commend that the officers of the parish suould communicate the 
gestions above contained to the Secretary of State forthe Попе 
Department.” 

On “onday, Mr. John Siumphreys, tho covouer, held an inquest 
at the "ell Tavern, Church 'aue, + bitechapel, respecting the 
death of James Aartley, aged sixty-six. a couchwan. he di ccased 
lodged at No. 42, Church-laue, Whitechapel, snd had been out of 
employment for a cousiderable perio’, which fact presed оп his 
mind The deceased was a widower. and went to bed at eleven 
“clock on he previous Thursday night. On tbe following mora- 
ing the deceased did not make his appearance as usnal, when the 
lavdlady opened his room door, and foaud him in a siting position 
on the floor with a rope round his neck. When medical assistance 
was procured life bad gone. After some further evidence. showing 
that deceased had been despondiug and had threatened his life, the 
jary returned a verdict of “Sui ide while of unsound mind.’ 

A SUICIDE of в most determined and extraordinary character was 
committed at Brighton on Saturday night. Тһе promenadera of 
ше Junction-parade and West Cliff were ularmed, at eight o'clock, 
by a loud report from the beach, and on looking in the direction 
whence it proceeded, a man was seen falling froin the groyne known 
as Anscombe's Groyne, opposite Brill's swimmiug-baths. Informa- 
tion was at once forwarded to the “own Hall police-station, and the 
body of à man was with some difficulty got ashore, when it was 
discovered that the right upper part of tne face and nearly the 
whole of the top of the head was blown away. Tne body was at 
once placed upon a stretcher and conveved to the dead-houre. That 
the act was ©wtemplated is plain from the fact that he bad so 
placed himself that in the event of being ouly slightly injured by 
the pistol he would have been drowned. Every meaus had been 
adopted to destroy identification, as the po:tions of two letters 
which would have furnished a clue to recogvition had been care- 
fully torn away, and not a mark was to be d scovered on any por- 
tion of the clothing. An iuquest was held on the body by the 
borough coroner at tbe Town Hall, »nd au open verdict as to the 
state of the deceased's mind was returned. Judging from the pcr- 
tion of the head which is lefr, the body is that of а young maa of 
fair complexion, between iwenty and tweuty-one years of age, 
about 5ft біп. in height, and very slendcr 

AT about eleven oclock on Saturday morning the ergine of an 
ordinary train from Camden-town, jusi then due, and entering the 
station at the ordinarily redu ed spred, ran off the metals snd dashed 
against the wall of the viaduct, carrying a great portion of it away, 
and precipitating it on to some new buildings which a number of 
workmen were at the time engaged in erecting im Cooper's-row, 
Crutcbedfriars, beneath. ‘I'he escape of both train and passgugers 
was most miraculous, for had the engine proceeded bat a foot or 
two further it must have goue over the viaduct and in all proba- 
bility have dragged one or two carriages over with it The 
moment the driver of the engine found, from the peculiar grating 
noise he heard, that the wheels had left the metala, he slut off the 
steam, and after grazing the sides of the outer wall for @ distance of 
some eight or ten feet, the engine turned согар өйейу топай. and 
rushed through the wall of the viaduct over Coopeg's-row, and be- 
came embedded in the «oil—a circu «tanc» to whieh may be atiri 
buted the stoppage of the train without going о ег. As it was, the 
firat carriage, a second-class, in which there h ippened to be, fortu- 
nately, but seven or eight passengeis, was thrown up completely 
over the rear or * tender" portion of the eaviue and then fell upon 
its side inward towards the rails. The third carriage, also a se- 
cond-class, must have jumped up, ай the whole of the top part of 
the fret was completely smashed in; but it had returned after t e 
collision, and stood partly upom the rails. The pas engers жеге 
necessarily much alarmed, bat i$ could not bo n-certained that 
on» was injured beyond being slightly shake. by the concussion, 


PER LOUS POSITION О? AN AERONAUT, AND FATAL 
AOCIDENT., 

Last Baturdav night a gala was given in the Piece Hall, Halifax, 
&nd a grand balloon ascent wa: announced, in the car of which it 
was said would be seated Mr. Young aud a lady. A little before 
seven o'clock Mr Young took his seat, but not the lady, and the 
balloon commenced iis asceut. un leaving the hall it came against 
some telegraph wires which pass over the hall. This had the effect 
of rendering the balance somewhat uusteady. After it had risen 
out of the building а slight breeze from the west carried it against 
the top of Messrs. Firth and Son's mill chimney, and thero 1. was 
held, either by the ligh'ning conductor or by the net getting fas: to 
tue cornice. There it collapsed. Tne crowds of spectators were hor- 
rifled, expecting every minute that the aeronaut would be precipi 

tated from the top of the chimne , wh'ch ig thirty-five y hizh. 
He, however, retained presence of mind, and more than ouce waved 
his hat, of which the people took note and cheered А rope was let 
down out of the car, and eventually to it was attached a pulley and 
another rope, which were drawn into the car The pulley was 
fastened to the car, and the areonaut was fortuvate enough to reach 
the ground without being hurt. There the balloon remained all 
night. Next day some men ascended to the top of the chimney to 
recover the balloon. One of them, а ma" named Charles Rawson, 
had reached to the top, when the rope snapped in two, he fell to 
the ground, and was taken up dead. His body was shockingly 


mangled, Rawson was thirty-seven years of age, and has left a 
family.

A letter from Biarritz states :—

o'clock, with the Prince Imperial, Princesas Anna Murat, and one of 
her ladies of honour.

With horror 
the Opinion furtber relates that ewery sailor on board her has 
alrea iy received £1,800 prize money, forming a total of moro than 
£160,000. If so much has been pocketed, how much has been 
destroyed? It appears that the Florida's screw and engine 
are out of order, and it is supposed that before she is ready 
for sea Federal cruisers will be watching for ber off Brest. But the 
Opinion has found out what she means to do. She will notexpose her- 
self to an unpleasant meeting, but when repaired she wiil be sold, 
and in her place a vessel of the same build, constructed in sowe 
unkvown English shipbuilder's yard, will go to sea manned by tho 
crew of the Llorida and commanded by the ваше captain, а mau 
abont thirty-five years old, formerly in the United States’ navy. 

The Monite-r contains an imperial decree, by whiek M. de Per- 
siguy is created a duke, as “а testimoay,” says the official announce- 
meut, * of our regard for the services he bas rendered to the state 
and for his devotion to our person" His title is to be Duke de 
Persigry, znd it will be hereditary in the direct male line iu tue 
order of prim genitare. 


POLAND. 

The following is an extract from a C.acow letter :— 

“ Many doubt ani many more disbelieve that the Russian autho- 
rities still uso tor'ure as a means of forcing Polish prisoners to 
divulge the names of their associates and chiefs. I cannot say that 
they torture ali prisoners whom they suspect of having some con- 
n: xion with the National Government; but that they tortured one 
last January in the Warsaw citadel, under the impression that he 
could and would tell the secret of the great Polish conspiracy, this 
І сап assert most positively. 1 not only know the victim, aud 
have heard the story of his sufferings from his own lips, but two 
friends of mine, in whose house the poor fellow lay wounded after 
Jezioranski’s last battle, saw the marks of the bloody operation on 
his back. This unhappy young man first attracted the attention of 
the Warsaw police by being among the wounded after the ma:- 
sacre of April, 1861, on which occasion he occupied a foremost place 
in the crowd. Nine months afterwards he was arrested and ac- 
cused of being connected with the ' Central Committee.’ since trans- 
formed into the * National Government.’ A Russian General саше 
to him in the citadel, gave him tea and cigars, and askcd 
him in a polite and fnendly manner to tell him what the 
‘Central Committee’ really was. The prisoner replied that 
ho knew ucthiog whatever abont it, and as he persisted 
in his assertion the general flew ivto а violent passion, and 
ordered him to receive fifty lashes, which were instantly applied. 
He was then again entreated aud commanded to tell'all he knew 
a^out the Central Committee, or at least to mention the names of his 
associates and (alleged) fellow-conspirators. — Still refusing, and 
pleading absolute inability to give the desired information, bo was 
ordered to be flogged again. Under the second puishment he 
ainted, and remembered nothiog more until he fonud himself in 
the hospital. Sume woeks afterwards, as there was no evidenze 
against him and no information could be got out of him, he was 
ordered to be set free, and therevpom bastened to the Galician fron- 
tier, and joined the army of General Laugiewicz Айт Laugie- 
wiczs deteat he remsined тог some time at Cracow, and then, being 
appointed to the detachment of С egowigs, took part in the actiou 
fought om Easter Sunday at Szklery, were he received a flesh 
wound in the thigh. He was treated for this wound at the Hospital 
of the Holy :ihost at Oraco 7, and wee well enough at the beginning 
of May to take вестісе under Jeaioranski, aud to fight on the 8th 
of the month at Kobylanka Bere he was shot in the back ashe 
was calling on Біз men, and since then bes been almost a cripple, 
though he is now beginning again to walk, and ig already looking 
out for another detachment.”

THE BOMBARDMENT OF OHARLESTON. 

President Lincoln has addressed the following letter to General 
Orant:— 

* Executive Mansion, Washington, July 18. 

“ My dear General, —1 do not remember that you and I ever met 
personally. 1 write this now as a grateful acknowledgment for the 
almost inestimable service you have done the country. I wish to 
кау a word further. When you first reached the vicinity of Vicks- 
burg I thought you should do what you finally did—march the 
troops across the neck, run the batteries with the transports, aud 

hus go below; and I never had any faith, except a general hope 
you kaew better than I, that the Yazoo Pass expedition and 
ixe could succeed. When ycu got below and took Port 
ttib:on, Grand Gulf, and vicinity, I thought you should go down 
tie river and join General Banks; and when you turned north- 
ward, east of the Big Black, I feared it was a mistake. 1 now wish 
to make a personal acknowledgment that you were right and I was 
wrong “ Yours very truly. 

“ l'o Major-General Grant.” “А LINCOLN." 

The following is General Beauregard's letter to General Gillmore, 
protesting against the bombardment of Charleston :— 

“ Head-quarters, Dep. of South Carolina, Georgia, and 
Florida, Cuarleston, 8. О, Aug. 22. 

"Cin—Last night, at fifteen minutes before eleven o'clock,

»irty, and that if his letter was not complied with, or no reply 
hereto was received within four hours after it was delivered into 
the banda of my sabordmate commander at Fort Wagner for trans- 
ni-sion, а fire would be opened on the city of Charleston from 
batteries already established within easy and effective range 
of the heart of the city. This communication to my address 
was without signature, and was, of course, returned. About 
hali-past one o'clock one of your batteries did actually 
open fire and threw a number of heavy shells into the city, 
the inhabitants of which, of course, were asleep and un- 
warned. About nine o'clock this morning the commoni- 
carion alluded to was returned to these head-quarters, bearing your 
recoxnised official signature and it can now be noticed as your deli- 
bera:e official act Among nations not barbarous the usages of war 
pr-scribe that when a city is about to be attacked timely notice 
ыза! be given by the attacking commander, im order that non- 
combatants sha'l have an opportunity of withdrawing beyond its 
inits. Generally, the time allowed is from one to three days—that 
is, timè for the withdrawal in good faith of at least the women and 
children. You, sir, gave only four hours—knowing that your 
notice, under existing circumstances, could not reach tne in less 
tha» two hours, апа not less than the same time would be required 
for an answer to be conveyed from this city to Battery Wagner. 
With this knowledge you threaten to open fire on this city, 
not to oblige its surrender, but force me to eveeaste those 
works which you, assisted by a grest maval forces, have 
been attacking in vain for more than forty days. Bat- 
termes Wagner, and Gregg, and Fort Sumter are nearly 
due north from your batteries on Morris Island, and in distance 
therefrom varying from half a mile to two and a quarter miles.

war. Iam ouly surprised, sir, at the limits you have set to your 
couands. If, in order to obtain the abindonment of Morris !siand 
aud Fort Su «ter you feel authorized to fire on this city, why did 
уои not include the wor:s on Sullivan and James Islands, nay, 
even the сіту of Charleston, in the same demand? Since you have 
felt warranted in inawgaratiog this me hod of reducing batteries in 
your immediate front, which were otherwise impregnable, and a 
mode of warfare whieh I confidently declare to be atrocious and 
uu worthy of any soldier, I now solemnly warn you that if you fire 
again on this city frowa your Morris Island batteries withoat givin 
а somewhat more reasonable time to remove the tion combatants, 
shali feel impell d to employ such stringent means of retaliation ae may 
bs available during the continttance of this attack. Fi ‚ lre- 
ply that neither the works on Morris Island nor Fort Sütnter will 
be evacuated on the demand you have been pleased to make. 
Already, however, 1 am taking measures to remove all non-com- 
bitauts, who are now fully aware aad alive to what they may ex-

Among the 150 congista 
set on shore at Toulon on the 28: оѓ April ‘hers was a min пїшей 
Maurice, á bastard Brought up in misery and vice, һә had been 
many times already condemned for theft and — obberies, atthourh 
only twehty-nind years of age. His last ten years sojourn io the 
deadly swamps of Oayenne made him eager, no doubt, to breathe 
again the air of liberty, and in company with two of his conviat 
brethren he hurried away from Toulon as fast as his legs would 
carry him. At the little town of Pont-Saint- Esprit the tri» sepa- 
ri , proceeding in different directions; whether determined 
to begin existence anew, as peaceable members of society, or 
ready for new crimes and misdemeanours, heaven only knows. 
Maurice, whatever his intentions, was not inclined to eater the new 
enlarged prison selected for him by the police, the town of Blois, 
but kept beating abont the country in gipsy fashion, іп part а 
beggar, and in part a thief. After lengthened wanderings, he arrived 
in the department of Indre-et- forming part of the ancient 
provinces of Touraine, the “garden of France.” Here Maurice was 
in dover, m Hiis difficulty to obtain reasonable quantities of 
ж. h the charitable instincts of comfortable peasants 

But this very feeling of well-being seemed to 
a all the criminal instincts of the ancient convict. 

Ой $9ih Ө! May Maurice arrived at a village called Melinde, 
where he was not so fortunate as to obtain a lodging, but had to 
creep into а barn, to rest in а heap of straw. &'ohing the de- 
partare of the inmates of the neighbouring farm the tiext morning, 
he then broke into the house, regaled himself with the best the 
cellar contained, dressed in the clothes found hanging on the wall, 
and emptied the contents of a small till into his socket Boing a 
new man now in outward appe»rance, he walked to another village, 
Antriche, a couples of miles distant, where he had himse!f shaved, 
took a glass of wine at an inn, and борі a short pipe and a box 
of matches at the shop of a tobacoonist All the people whom he 
visited noticed a peculiar-looking necatie, with red, blue, aud green 
stripes, which he wore, and of the possession of which he was 
evidently proud. Leaving the little village of Antriche, the man 
Мазгісе was lost to view, until the evening, when tbe gendarmes 
of the parish found him, covered with blood, ia a forest not far 
distant, and at once took him into custody under the accu:ation 
of murder. 

At noon on the same day, the 80th of May, a labourer working 
in the fields not far from Antriche heard loud cries coming from a 
сой inhabited by а v ry aged and infirm gentleman, named 
Barilleut. The cries did mot last long, and the labourer, after lis- 
tening for a while and hearimg nothing тоте, continued his work. 
An hour after, & girl entered the outer yard of the old gentlem«ns 
cottage, with а pailfal of milk, and knocking іп the accustomed 
manner, tried to obi&in entrance. Nobody answering the girl got 
alarmed, and гай into ‘he field, from whence she retarned to she house 
with the man who had heard the oftes. After a short consultation, the 
door was broket uM When a frightful spectacle presented itself. 
The old man was lyitg in the back yard, in a pool of blood, c»n- 

letely disfigured, Sud with numerous wound: all over his body 
Round his neck was a striped cravat, with which he seemed to have 
been strangled; one of hisears was cut off, and the remaining por- 
tion of his faso looked as if it had been crushed in the vice-like 
grip of а powerfal hand, во strong as to break the whole of the 
h from their socketa. On close inspection it was found that all 
the boxes and cupboards in the house were broken open, and all 
the valaables, among them a considerable sum of money, partly 
consisting in old and curious pieces, had been carried off. it was 
evident that & brutal murder, as well as robbery, had been com- 
mitted. Two men at once jumped iuto а cart, to detect, if pos-ibie, 
the assassin. А suspicious-looking individual had been seen on 
the road shortly ішіне; and they drove after him as fast as they 
could. Bot jus when on the point of reaching him the man 
jumped a ditch, and threw himself into a neigkbourieg wood, iato 
Whioh they were afraid to follow him. But tie gendarmes of the 
vil heviog been iaforwed of the murder, searched the wood in 
ы ч 8, and, before long, found the eee yh Maarice 
ing on the grass, his clotbes besprink! th Wood. He was 
carried off to fours, to be put on his trial for the murder of the old 
mau Barillaut. 

The assizes of the Indre-et-Loire opened on Fritay, the 4th of 
September, aud the first m:n who was put into tue criminal deo 
was the returned convict. A rather handsome тап, with Ceep 
black eyes, he awakened some sympathy at first sight; the more so 
as he strongly, though calmly, denied being guilty of the mardor of 
which he was accused. He avowed, however, having committed 
various robberies subsequently to his libera:ion at Гошоп; aud, 
after very much pressure on the part of the pr siding judge, con- 
fes: ed also the theft in the farm-house of Melande ou the ;noroiug 
of the 29'h of Мау. ‘ Among the goods stolen was a striped neck- 
tie, in red, blue, and green ?" questioued the judge. “Хо,” replied 
the accused. “ But you have been seen by numbers of people at 
Antriche with the tie round your neck?" “ Тһе peoplo were mis- 
taken,” quietly replied Maurice. ‘ But whence саше tae blood on 
your clothes when the gendarmes arrested you?” “Пі was owing 
to the bleeding of my nose,” answered the prisoner. At this poiut 
of the interrogatory а medal and а copper coin, which had been 
found on the returned oonvict when arrested, were hanced 
up to the president. Both were proved to have belonged to 
the murdered man Barillaut, and were extremely rare pieces; 
the copper coin being known as a “doable Tournois,” bearing the 
date 1634, and tne effigy of Louis XIIL; and the medal, the 
figure of a cavalier, with the motto, ~ Tuetur et oruat "А 
the sight of these coins the prisoner got pale, and, being again 
questioned, faltered in his speech. Suidenly he started from his 
seat, and demanded permission to speak “li was me who killed 
him,” he exclaimed in a hoarse voice. “Tell us all the circua- 
stances,” enjoined the president. *'I cannot, and i dare not!" ex- 
claimed the convict. Being pressed hard to make a detailed con- 
fession, he said tuat when he entered the house of the old man, he 
found him at his dinner, and was invited to sit down із table with 
him. Wine was twice fetched from the collar; “and,” exclaimed 
Maurice, “ on his return the second timo I committed the mis- 
fortune (malheur).” The sight of blood, he parily avowed in 
further confession, awakened a wild desire for carnage within him 
Having strangled the old uan with tho stolen neck-tio, he cut off 
his ear, muttlated his face, and hacked the body with a s iletto knife 
all over. Not content with this, he dragzod the corpse into the 
yard, and with a paviug-stome broke tho skull aud some of the 
limbs. “ Is all this true?” asked the judge. “Ft is just possthle,” 
calmly replied the convict, assuming his former air of impas tality. 
The jury thereupon retired for a few minute», aud returning ipto 
court, brought iu ап absolute verdict of * Guilty,” 1 aving out for 
since the st-reotyped “ with attenuating circumstances; Tho pri- 
soner heard the verdict of death pronounced upou bi. by the 
j. dge without moving в muscle of his face. Passing between the 
row of gendarmes back to his cell, he exclaimed, with a smile, 
* Well the game is played out." Better death than Caycnne, 
seemed to be the thoughis of the returned convict.

in Mrook-street, Oldhall-sureet. All these murders wera a'teuded 
with circumstances of great aggravation apd feroci y, and although 
cn-ierable etforia were made by different persous to obtain a come 
mutation of tee sentences passed on the different men, there never 


appeared any reasonable ground for belioving that tbe royal cle- 
mency would be extended to any of ћеш. 

Preparations foc the execution were made on the previous Friday 
afternoon, but во early as ten осісо ia the morning kots of people 
were standing near “the place of execution,” gazing at the iron 
doors through which the murderers were to issue to their doom ; 
and thoughout the day there was a constant succession of 
“ visitors,’ many of them females. The erection of tle scaffold 
was commenced about three o clock, and about an hour afterwards 
stood out complete, prepared for four persons. Tho operations of 
those engaged in the work were watched by a large crowd of people, 
many of whom remained until dusk. Calcraft was the executioner. 
He arrived at the gaol on the previous Friday evening. 

The iron railing surrounding the scaffold had been covered with 
black cloth, so that after the drop had fallen the criminals were not 
visible to the spectators below. About half-past nine o'clock, 150 of 
the borough police, under the direc'ion of bir. Divisional Superin- 
tendeut Hide, Mr. Superintendent Haynes, and ten inspectors, 
marched upon the ground for the preservation of order, but their 
duties were of an exceedingly light character, for the mob behaved 
in the most orderly mauner. 

Boon after eleven oclock on Saturday, there arrived at the 
Bootle lane railway station an excursion train of thirty carriages 
from Bradford. "The majority of the “excursionista” were re- 
speotably dressed persons—decent-looking meobanics, womea in 
silk dresses with expanded crinolines, and youths from twelve to 
twenty years of age. Every one nearly appeared to be iu a etate 
of excitement lest they should not get а good stand to view the 
scaffold. Many of the spectators evidently had walked from a long 
distance, as was eviuced from their weary gait and mud-bespattered 
clothes. 

Boon after eleven o'clock the crowd had become very great, the 
struggling for places became fearful, and the din of the living mass 
of heman beings, as they pushed and elbowed, and shouted, sounded 
painfally upon the esr. The people by thousands came pouring 
through Dingle-lane, Whiteficld-lane, and across the brickfields, 
and tuok up their position iu the mud and dirt frouting the apoa- 
ratas of death. Ata quarter to twelve о clock it was estimated that 
there were over 100,000 persons on the ground, aud ths number 
was further increased by large atrivals of excursionists from Hud- 
derafield and Blactbarn; up to the la-t moment, too, the rusu of 
people from Livórpool was extraordinary. 

As twelve o'oloex was rung nuou the bell of an adjoining school, 
Calc: aft appeared ирет the scaffold, and 1n an iustaut tbe bua of 
voices among the éfowd was hushed, and all eyes were turned 
towards the drop The executivver led пр fughes, who seemed to 
be very colleoted, bot &pparentiy averted his «yes from the people 
before hin. While the process of adjusting the cap aud fixing the 
fatal noose round Nis neck was goiug forward, the chaplain of the 
gaol, the Неў Mr. Appleton, though screened from view, could be 
di.tinc-!y heard reading the service for the dead. Hughes appeared 
fervently to joim ін іше devotions, and during the whole time of 
awful suspense thet Bé had to wait while alcraft was preparing 
the other criminals fof their doom, Hughes continued ia prayer. 
Alvarez hext appeared apon the scaffold. He looked round upon 
the crowd іп a defiant m@aner, and when the white cap was placed 
over his head, thrice lifted lits hands as high as the piuioning cords 
would permit, as though bidding farewell to frieuds whom he 
recognisód-& movement which he repea'ed whio awaiting the 
falling of the drop. After this he remained perfectly quiet and 
firm, though, from the movement of his lips, he seemed to be 
engaged in prayer. O'Brien came next. He stepped upon 
the plank with an appearance of the uimost bravado, aud 
before Calcraft began his operations, by a violent effort at- 
tempted to throw his cap into the crowd Ніз hands beiug 
pinioned, he could not accomplish this, aod the cap fell just over 
the barricade, nnd was pickea up by oue of ihe police inspectors.

throat showed that his courage was in great partassumed l'homas 
(whose violent conduct in the dock at his trial lcd many to sup- 
pose that his appesrance upon the scaffold would lead to 4 "5 scene °) 
seewed to be the most cool aud quiet of any. He looked calmly for 
an instant upon the crowd, aud then quietly submitted to the 
operations of Caleraft. The preliminary arrangements occupied 
aout three or four minutes, but the time seemed trebly long as 
the doomed mèn one after another took their plac-s beneatn the 
drop. Osleraft having finally shaken hands wiih cach, withdrow 
from the pla.form, aud in a» instaut afterwards the tour. men fell. 
Гпеу were completely hidden benind the black screen which sur- 
rounded the scaffold, and their agonies were concealed from tne 
crowd. The greater portion of the multitade then dispersed, 
althouzh a considerable number remained behind and stewed to 
find a pl asure in looking upou the scaffold, through the cioth sur- 
rounding which could diuly be seen the suspended bodies of the 
unhappy men,

OUR TANGERIAN SKETOHES. 


Tancer is situated on the Straits of Gibraltar, a few miles east 
of Cape Spartel Its proper name is Tanja, or Tinja; and from 
this place the Roman province of which it was the capital re- 
ceived the name of Mauritania Tingitana. The town was for a 
long time the subject of eager contest between the Moors and the 
Portuguese. In 1471, Alonzo, King of Portugal, succeeded in 
obtaining possession of it; and in 1662 it came into the hands of 
the English as part of the marriage dower of the Queen of 
Charles 11. On its evacuation in 1684, by order of the English 
Government, its fortifications were demolished, and only their 
vestiges are now visible. Its importance has very much declined, 
and ite chief trade is with Gibraltar. 

This neighbourhood has been notorious for its breed of pirates, 
who chiefly frequent the province of Riff. This nest of these 
savage beings is separated from the French possessions in Africa 
by the desert of Angad and the Lalla Morgnia. It contains about 
a dozen villages which no person save those who belong to the 
fraternity dare enter. Various attempts bave from time to time 
been made to rout them out, but without success. The territory 
of the Riff extends from the north-eastern extremity of Morocco 
on the Mediterranean, and to the east of the capital from Tetuan 
to Melonia. It is occupied by sixteen great tribes governed by 
Sheiks, among which are the Guelaiaas, an ancient tribe of the 
Idracides, noted for their ferocity. The villages in the Riff are 
scattered over a vast extent of territory, and are perched on high 
rocks; the inhabitants of those nearest the sea are balf savage, 
and have no other occupation than robbery and piracy. In the 
gorges of the s»ow-topped mountains the pirates seek a refuge 
after their expeditions, and twenty times have armies sent to 
subject them found the task impossible. W ith regard to such 
enemies, who can only be reach

He looks down with а free and fond air towards the 
kneeling Tobias; the outstretched hand, the elevated foot, 
the entire attitude of the child, reveal his infantile emotions, and 
is an mgt mane contrast to the calmness of the other figures. The 
divine Bambino regards with a cnrious interest the young 
. Tobias, who, holding a fish in his hand, has been conducted 
into the presence of the Virgin by the good Angel. This cir- 
cumstances distracts the attention of the child from the reading 
Baint Jerome. In all this we have an expression of the so- 
called purely humen side of the picture. But, at the same time, 
the child, by one of those movements so graceful in the hands of 
this great master, is represented as letting his little hand fall on 
the leaves of the book, as if to mark the passage where the read- 
ing is interrupted. and to indicate, with a delicacy and deference 
due to the age and learning of the doctor, that his grave instruc- 
tion їз not discontinued, but only suspended for a moment. 
Saint Jerome, with all his thoughts on his book, betrays the 
attitude of a man who cannot be diverted from his great task, 
and who is ready to continue his reading the moment the inter- 
ruption is removed. Accepting this as the meaning, is it not 
most admirable of its kind? It is by the perfect understanding 
of his subject—by the true sentiment awakened, and, above all, 
by the inexhaustible treasures of beauty and grace which are 
spread over the whole picture as if by the hand of a magician— 
that Raphael raises to the асте of art compositions of which the 
motives may be very frivolous and even ridiculous. What an 
odd combination, for instance, we have here ‘There are the 
Virgin end ber Son, Saint Jerome, the doctor of the Latin 
Church of the fourth century, and Tobiae, with his fish caught 
in the Tigris, seven centaries before the birth of Jesus Christ! 
What chaiu of thought really connects these personages and 
legends? What ів the meaning of this puzzle? The mind in- 
voluntarily seeks an explanation—it is notcontent to ellow all 
this magnificence and beauty to end in nonsense. Some persons, 
more ingenious than wise, have supposed that by this composi- 
tion Raphael wished to symbolize the late admission of Tobias 
among the canonical books of Scripture.

All the combined re- 
Sources of their feminine sedactiveness, of their persistent affection, 
and of their inexhaustible patriotiem, are employed іл acts of heroic 
devotion and self abnegation. They spend long bours in the prison 
Court-yarda, waiting for permissivs to enter the celle and to visit 
the prisoners. Whenever a ot has been thes victim of persecn- 
tion, or struck down in battle, the Polish women are the first to 
afford co.solation and assistance. Their prompt and daring in- 
genes joined to great natural tact, makes them powerful aux- 

es of the insurrection. We can positively assert thet were it 
not for the impulse and concurrence of the Polish woihen the move- 
ment would not have continued so long. It ів the women who 
mako the most effective and daring spies ; who are the salest agents 
for communicating important iniormation to the insurgents. The 
National Government confides to them the most difficult missions, 
and has never had occasion to repent of the confidence so bestowed. 
Their ready invention suggests at critical moments the most 
ingenious combinations, which are afterwards carried out by the

tho dy of deceased, which lay at No 21, Buriey-street. It pre- 
sented a spectacle of emaciation that was shoc ving to witners, the 
bon-s almost protruding through the skin, and the eyes being quite 
sunken iu the heat 

Mrs. Б. Parsons, 12, Fatley-street, ssid that the mother of the 
deceased child was a night nurse at the London Hospital, and she 
came to witness and аз ed her to mind three children for 5s. per 
week. The eldest child was a boy. aged eleven years. She 
told witness that she had fed the children on bread and water, 
and that witness was to do the same. Witness had the 
children under her f т а week only. They were in a dreadful 
state when they got thera ''hey were shockingly ema^iated, and 
their bodies were covered with sores When their clothes were 
taten off witness was quite sickened by the sight. Their fingers 
were gore, where they bad sucked and gnawed them from want of 
food. WVitness’s lusb«nd went for а police-constable, but he could 
do nothing, and, for fear any of them should die in her care, the 
children were tent back to the mother. All that the latter gave 
for the children during the week that witness had them was bread 
and water. There were only two cups of milk given during that 
time. There was a little sugar. They were so reduced that they 
could not cat the bread, and witness, out of her own pocket, gave 
them arrow-root, which so brought them round that they became 
ravenous for food. Since then, the eldest boy was removed to his 
aunt’s, in Whitechapel, and witness saw him recently in the street 
in а most wretched condition. The youngest child died on the 
previous Saturday. 

Mrs. Sarah Anno Haward said that she had lived with a builder 
named Haward не his wife, and had four children by Мт. Не 
promised her marriaye, but he abandoned her in April last. She 
was а nicht nurse in the London Hospital, and lost her milk for 
deceased through being up all night She denied that she directed 
that ber children should be fed on bread aud water. She gave 
them arrowroot a.d milk, and other food, as far as lay in her 
power. She had en ployed different persons to take care of them. 
Mrs Parsons refused to have anything to do with them. Witness 
took deceased ta Mr Сош ап, at the hospital, who prescribed for 
him. Mr. Colman gave a certificate of the death without having 
seen the child for a fortuight before death, and without having seen 
it at all after death 

The Coroner said that if certificates of death were to be given in 
such a lax manner the most serious evils would follow. 

Ellen Taylor, niece of last witness, said that it was false to say 
that the children gnawed their fingers from want of food. When 
they were under her care, the mother gave plenty of food for them. 
The mother had 10s. 64. per week from the hospital, and ont of 
that she paid 8з. 6d. for witness and her mother to take care of the 
children, aud 1s. 64. for rent of a room.

RUGAR FROM Serpents’ Ёкїхз!—1Їп 1861, M. de Luca made 
some experiments from which it appeared that the skins cast off by 
sHkworms might be transformed into sugar. Tbe same chemist 
bas now sent ір а paper to the Academy of Sciences, in which he 
describes a similar process for changing serpents’ skins into sugar. 
These skins contain в emall quantity of substance resembling the 
cellulose of plants, soluble in aummoninret of copper, and transform- 
able into giueuee, which reduces the tartrate of copper and potash, 
and ferments under the influence of yeast, yielding thereby curbonic 
acid snd aleochol. Concentrated sulphuric acid and в solution of 
potash are tho best reagents for depriving serpents’ skins of their 
nitrogenous matter; the residue, although very refractory to 
chemical agents, may nevertheless be transformed into fermentable 
glucose, recognisable from its property of reducing the tartrate of 
copper and potash. ‘i'hus, M. de Luca boiled fifty grammes of 
serpents’ skius in я litra of water containing forty grammes of caustic 
potash, the skins haviu- been previously treated with concentrated 
sulphuric acid. The liquid having been allowed to cool, a great deal 
of water was added, »ud the undissolved residue was several times 
washed by десіп ton, and then treated with ammoniuret of 
copper, whereby au аха live solution was obtained, which, on being 
neutralized by bydrechloric acid, yielded a white precipitate ; this, | 
heaied in slight y acidulated water, reduced the tartrate of copper 
and potash, thereby showing that it was a glucose, or the base of | 
sugar. In snotber somewhat similar operation glucose was ob- | 
tained which formen‘ed in contact with yeast, producing carbonic 
acid and alcohol. Tbe former was completely &bscrbe! by caustic 
potash ; the alcohol extracted from the solution by distillation, and 
insulated by means of crystallized carbonate of potash, was nearly 
pure, since it would bura without leaving any residue; rubbed be- 
tween the bands it evaporated, emitting an agreeable smell, though 
still partaking of that of animal matter. From all this it may be 
coucluded that serpents’ skins contain & very small quantity of 
sugary matter or glucose.— Gali gnani.

ARRIVAL OF THE CHANNEL FLEET IN THE MERSEY. 


Тнк vessels composing the Channel fleet arrived safely in the 
Mersey cn Monday afternoon, and took up their moorings in tho 
Bloyne. No nautical event, except the visit of the Queen and the 
late Prince Consort to the port, has ever created so much interest 
and enthusiasm in Liverpool and the dock quays, landing stages, 
and ferry boats were crowded with eager and excited spe taiors. 
There was, comparatively, little die; lay of bunting from the ships 
in dock, and in the river. On rounding the Kock + ort, the ve-selg 
were saluted by a discharge of artillery, aud the fort ou the Liver- 
pool side (at Bootle) also saluted. The vessels entered the river in 
full sail, and when they bad aii rounded the Rock, and were tailing 
proudly and slowly in line past the town, the spectacle—used as 
the inhabitants of Liverpool are to the finest specimens of shipping 
— was во unique and imposing as to cali forth loud »nd hearty cheers. 
Then abreast the smaller landing stage the sails of the sbips wera 
furled, and the vessels shortly afterwards took up tbeir respective 
moorings. The Warrior and Black Prince, conspicuous for their 
doub'e funnels, extraordinary length, and fine movels, excited 
general admiration, which was enhanced by the rapidity and dex- 
terity with which, in these and in the other ships, the sails ap- 
peared to be handled. The mayor and a number of gentlemen re- 
presenting various public bodies went out in the Cunard steam 
tender Satellite, to meet the fleet. On going on board the Edgar 
the mayor was in'roduced to Admiral Dacres, and read an address 
in which he welcomed him and theofficers and men of the squadron 
to Liverpool The admiral replied, and remarked that be had not 
come to Liverpool to recruit, but that if he had done go he could not 
wish for better sailors than could be found there. 


THE WAR IN NEW ZEALAND.

News up to the 14 
inst. tells that the tactics of General Cameron, by which all the 
troops, except а garrison, were withdrawn from 'l'aranaki, have im- 
mensely encouraged the gatives; that 5,000 of the warlike Waikatos, 
have taken the field; that even Auckland was threatened; and that 
the rebel Ma ries had captured an English schooner, hoisted 

‘iremu Kingi’s colours, and, in bravado, sailed up and down 
before Government-bouse. A few days’ later intelligeuce corro-

Z/rown, the timid Briton, had been sent 
abrcad by his father to acquire assurance At least this is the ac- 
count he gives of himself to a certain Monsiewr Gogo, into whose 
house he introduces himself with a rewarkable absence of ceremony, 
as a particular friend of his son, with whom he has been travelliug 
on the Khine. Gogo pere ia soon of opinion that the object of Brown 
senior in sending his son abroad has been attained with a 
su erfluous degree of completeness. Brown jaufor makes himself 
perfectly a: home in the cosa Gogo, invites himself to breakfast, 
makes love to tue neice, romps with the maid, doubles up his host 
by facetious punches іп the ribs, sings а patter song in English and 
а 80i-dis'dnt Neapolitan citty with guitar accompaniment, and is 
active, voluble, and impudent as only Charles Mathews can be— 
and «8 nobody could have expected that he would be when activg 
in a foreign tongue During the first two-thirds of the piece it 
bade fair to be acomplete success. The audience was evidently 
greatly amused, and laughed heartily at the impudence and eccen- 
tricities of the English traveller in a very short coat and very big 
buttons. But the piece dragged a little towards the end, & part of 
the audience got impatient, and the curtain at last fell upon what a 
Егенса journal to-day savs was only a demi-success. The audi- 
ence was certainly not disposed to indulgence towards a foreigner 
attempting for the first time so difficult an achievement. 1 heard a 
Frenchman who sat behind me remark dryly to his friend, ‘On 
regoit mieux les acteur Francais a Londres,’ (French actors are 
better received in London), and I think the Frenchman spoke the 
trath.

They were both sober, 
but the woman was greatly excites, At Grat she said that she had been 
driven to do it hy/his habitual ill usage of her, and afterwards that she,b id 
only done it to frighten him. Oa ber being taken to a police-station the 
busbaud walked away, not concerning himself asto what became of ber. 
Ou Monday, on being brought up, she was admonished from the bench as 
to the wickedness of the attempt upon her life, an offence for which she 
had rendered herself liable to two years' imprisonment, and was then 
admitted as & witness against her husband. She said, in reply to questions 
from the court, end partly of her own accord: 1 am the wife of tbe pri- 
soner, I have no home, and have not had апу for years.

1 walked about all day 
oa Friday, and І met bim that night, at his request, in Whitechapel I 
knew he had a little money. and 1 asked him to get & bed. He reiussd, 
saying, be did not intend to keep me ашу longer, and that I could do as 
many oiber women did—thieve, or do what [ liked. He walked towards 
Londou-br'dge, and on the way I repeatedly asked him to pay for a bed. 
He still refused, and between Hosemary-lane «nd the Monument ho struck 
me at least a dozen times, and I fell to the ground васп time. That 
gentleman (meaniog the witness Whitteli) happened to вее the last blow 
struck, and numbers of people who aiso saw і: cried out "Shame!" Му 
back is now all coverea with bruises from tho kicks be has given me. 
My bonnet was much broken, and the poor rage I now weir have become 
worre from his pulliog me about I have no other clothes now. He has 
taken all the rest I had and sold them from time totime to & man named 
Lampert. I have been a poor bard-workin;: girl, and ® pood wife to him, 
but he has so habitually ill-ased me that I do not know what to do. For 
four months he never gave me a farthing. I have been earning 4« a week, 
aod paying а shilling а week for my lodgings Іп July leet 1 found out 
where he lodged in Whitecbapel, and I went there to see him. 1 knocked 
atthe doorand asked to see my husband. The moment he saw me he 
gave me & pair of black eyes and otherwise во iil-used me that from my 
head to my toes I waa notbing but bruises, I went to Whitechapel work- 
house end there they gave me an order upon a surgeon—Mr. sequira— 
wnose certificate I now һауе with me. (The witness handed itin. It was 
cated the lat of July isst, and was to the effect that Mr 3equira, whose 
signature it bore, had treated her while suffering from coutusious on 
various parts of her body.) My husband works at a linseed meal factory, 
іп Great Guildford-street, where he earns 22: a week regu arly, and some- 
times вв much es 253 and 30s by working overtime. We bave been 
married about nine \ ears, the last seven of which be bas been in the habit 
cf ill-using me. We have not had a house for eight years. Tne last 
place where we had one was in Holland-simet and there, at length, after 
kicking and otherwise ill-using me, he turned me out Ili teit you the 
real*rura. D have only had 85 from him altogether over a length of time, 
aud that be gave me in threepence and fourpence, and occasionally а 
thillisg ata tine Habas always been ill-using me.

Sir Robert 
Ca'den said: Ве Шъ аз it might the prisoner was charged with a most 
inhuman assault sggravated by tbe fact that while his victim, stung 
to frenzy by his violence, sought to put an end to her life, he urged her on 
by telling her that the water жаз deop enough. Again, when she was 
being tagen to the police-station common humanity might have prompted 
him to go with her, but, inst.ad of that, ha slunk away іп а cowardly 
mancer. Probab'y he would have been glad if she had carried out her 
purpose.

Sergeant Horublow, 94 B. said he had long been in quest of the 
prisoner for this robbery, aud apprehended him coming out of Coldbath- 
fields prison; when witness told him it was for robbiag Mr. Parsons in 
the Queen's-road he made no reply. Tho prisoner absconded from Chelsea 
after the end of June. Mr. Jonathan Peel, a gentlerran upwards of sixty 
years of age, said be resided at Chelsea, but was at present staying at 
Southampton. At about a quarter to ten on the night of Tuesday, the 30ih 
of June, he was іп Turk s-row, walking by the Chewea Hospiial ground 
in the middle of the street, when was seized viol.ntly by tne throat from, 
behiud, and in а few secouds rendered completely insensible. While in 
that state he was robbed of a chronometer, value £20, and а go!d ebain 
He had once suffered all the pangs of returning to consciousness from

The prisoner: If you say I was there 
you are labouring under è mistake. Mr. Selfe remarked tbat although їп 
France в prisoner migut be iaterrogated, such а course was not permitted 
in this country. Mrs Flavina Hazeldine seid that on the night of thia 
robbery sho was passing the corner of Turk's-row near the Boyal Milit ary 
Asylum when еһе saw three men together. it was & very light night 
Two suddenly ran away aud left one. The prisone- was one of those two. 


Mr. Peel was the gertleman left, and stated that he had been robbed of his 
watch and chain She had repeatedly seen tbe prisoner before, aud was 
positive he was the шап. Rosa Minnie, an intelligent iile girl, deposed 
that on the night of the robbery she saw a geutie:nan walkiog along the 
middie of the road, followed by three young men, опе of whom lagg 
behind.

He was fully committed for trial on both 
charges at the Central Criminal Court.

A Foroivinc WIFE AND Her SAD STORY.—A re-peciably-attired young 
woman. of lady-like appearance, and wnose face showed that she would 
still be handsome were it not во strongly marked with fceiings of over-care 
and sorrow, applied to the sitting ma, istrate under the 21st section of the 
Divorce ап! Matrimonial Clauses Act, for an order to protect her earnings 
fram her busband and bis creditors. The applicant stated that she hud 
beeu married to her husband just over twelve years. aud now bad three 
children alive, having only a short time since buried her eldest son 
Shortly after her marriage hor husband behaved in a very brutal manner 
towards ber, spent the whole of the money she had saved as well as that 
given by her friends, becamo very dissipated and drunken, and floally 
struck her, and sold the furniture to prevent its being seiz:d for геш. She 
then went to reside with ner friends, and after she haa been there some 
time, herbusband strongly urged her agaia to live with bim, and as he 
promised to behave better for the future, her friends provided her another 
home, aud sho went with him. Although for some time te behave? kindly 
to her, yet he soon relapsed into bis old habits, ill treated her, and called 
her bad names, at the same time supporting a vile female witnin & few 
yards of her residence He & second time sold the hone, and was living 
from her and the femily for а covsiterable period. aad sie thougbthe was 
dead, for although sve made every inqulry after his whereabouts she could 
learn nothing of him Since then, however, he had egain made bis appear- 
ance, and he bau fr: quently iil used her, and threatened ker life, but abe 
did not want to give him into custody. All she reqated ғаз that he shouid 
keep away from her, and let her get a livelihood for hersclf and her children. 
Her hu:band bad по я been away from her for some time, and аз she was 
afraid, from what she heard, that he would return home and s»ll cff the

Tus Вітен Brrr&N —Mr. Thomas Coombes, pawnbroker and jewe'ler, of 
Old Ford, was summoned before Mr Cooke, to show cause why ће detained 
a siiver watch and chain. the property of a young man named Jobn Sharpe, 
of Pool-terrace, City road Мг. Heriiage appeared for tbe compluinact, 
end Mr. Neate, solicitor to the Association of Pawnbrokers. atwenced for 
the defendant Mr Heritage мей tbe cise at considerab'e length and 
called the complainant, who stated that, finding himself short of money, 
he, on the 24 n of Auyust, went to the house of the defendant, and offered 
bim in pledge a silver lever hunting watch and chain. Defendan: looked at 
the property and said, *'[ бате one of your chains here now, have I not ?" 
Witness tulu him he bad not, but he replied, “Ub, yes we havo ; you pa пей 
it bere а month ago” Witness told him he was mistaken, bat ^e «aid he 
Was not, anc, referring to witness's watch and cba!ü which he hed in bis 
baud, eaid. * I shail detain these till you repay me the ton: y advaceed on 
the other chain" Witness tola bim he could not redeem that chain. вз he 
по only had no duplicate of it, but knew nothing at all aboot it. Witness 
demanded tneir restoration, but the defendant put on his rhoes and 
threatened if he did not go out of the place һе would lock him up. There 
was & policeman outside, but ће was not called io, and witness went to the 
Station-house to com;lain to the inspector, and as he advised bim to take 
tut & sum:uons ageips: the defendant he went back and told him ко, to 
which the defendant replie that that was juat what he wante 1 him to do, 
and wituers applied at this court & few days after forore Mr Neu'e said 
the defendest was a very respectable tradesman, who had adopied the 
course be had in the interests of justice, aud аз the only means he could 
take to expose and check a scandalous system of frau, he not knowing tho 
complainact's address or where to find him. He subsequently succeeded 
in doing во, and at once took опфа cross-summons on his own behalf which 
he trusted the magistrate would at once proceed with, and he had no 
doubt that, though the defendant's detention ef thia property might not be 
legally justifiable, 4 would then be considered that be was morally во. 
Mr. Cooke ordered the complainant aud defendant to change places, and 
Mr. Neate called Mr. Coombes, who said. on the lat of August the now de- 
fendant calied at bis shop and offered в silver wateh and chain in pledge 
for 30+, The watch was a common French one, worth about 6»., and he told 
him во, an:i asked him if the chain was good silver. He said it was avd bad 
cost hia 26« He then detached the chain from the watch and asked him 
what be would advance upon that. Witness said 10s if it was good silver, 
buthe must testit tirat. Defenant replied, '' Ой, youneed not do tha’, it has 


| already been tried : look at the swivel,” Witnese did so, and found it bad 


been already filed, apparently by other jewellers, in two places, and, there- 
fore, upon this repre-eniation, &dvareed bim 103 on it without trjiug it. On 
subsequently examining it, however, he found that a most ingenious fraud 
had been resorted to, that the chain was notallver at «ll, but base metal, con- 
stating of copper aud brass melted together, not worth anything. and having 
been filed in two places to give it the appearance of having been tested, had 
then been electroplated, so that the latter covered the marke, and they 
seemed as if made on genuine silver. Anotber eheio, of exactly the same 
Pattern. of the same quality, aud with the same marks on it, bad been 
pledged with him, by а women, he thought, gbouí fifteen months before 
this, so that be, іп fast, һай then two of these spurious chains by him, 
without a thousandth part of their weizht in silver in either, On phe 241^ of 
Augusttbe defendant osme sgia, aud offered suother watch and chain 
for £3 103, Wituess asked if they were silver, and һе replied * Yes," and 
seid witness had had them before, Witners told him he had got ove chain 
of bis already, he thought, and, on going to bis drawer and producing the 
frat chain, he denied it altogether. The three chains were all prect-ely 
alike, and he told him, if be aid mot redeem the chain he had before 
pledged, he would give him into custody His son went oat for a police- 
mav, but could not fod one, and the prisoner, who sald he could iod four 
if pecessary, also went out, but came back ia а quarter of an hour, saying 
he had been to this court gad the station, and, as һе knew pot where to 
find the prisoner, he detained the watch and chain to oelp bim to do ко. 
The prisoner was dressed differently from what he was now on both occa- 
sions, but be could swear to him most positively, Arabella Pickman, 
daughter-in-law of the last witness, confirmed him in every particular, 
searing to the prisoner most positively as being the man яо acting on 
both occasions, and Mr. Tnomas Coombes. the son, deposed to having 
te.ted all three chains now produced, «nd that they were all of the same 
worthless materiais. The chains, which were here hanced up the bench, 
were long massive neck chains, curb pattern, apparently valuable, aod well 
calculate to deceive any one who did not test them, Мг Cooke thought 
the pawnbroker was rot justided in detaining the watch and chain on the 
grounds be alleged he did so, and therefore ordered their restoration, 
together with the payment of 24, costs; but the complaint of Mr. Coombes 
was a wholly different mater. There could be no doubt ая to the law of 
the c;se, which resolved itself no doubt as to the law of the case, whieh 
resolved itself tuto опе of obtaining money under false pretences, and he 
should, therefore, commit the defendant for trial.
